County, Pa. 
M e r c e r County Prose­ 
cutor Stanley E. Uiitkowskl 
said Marrero told of writing 
a series of letters to such 
prominent Catholics as Bish­ 
op F’liiton J. Sheen, suggest­ 
ing a religious medal for 
space men In the U.S. armed 
forces and submitting h i t 
interpretation of the Bible.

. . . Given Little Hope 


Paris 
Former Premier 
Georges Bidault, 
member of 
the Catholic Popular Repub- 
i i c a n 
Mov ement 
(MRfU, 
agreed Sunday to try to form 
France’s 25th post-war gov ­ 
ernment. He was giv en little 
chance of success. 
Bidault, 
59 , 
who also has 
serv ed 
as foreign minister, 
was the first French leader 
ask ed by President Rene Coty 
to try to .solv e a 5-day-old 
crisi.s impelled by the toppling 
of Premier Felix Gaillard’s 
gov ernment in debate on a 
Tunisian .settlement. 
By tradition, the president 
first nominates one of the 
leader.s responsible 
for the 
fall of the prev ious gov ern­ 
ment and in recent years the 
first man chosei has failed to 
get a gov ernment formed or 
win assembly approv al. 
Bidault has been adv ocating 
a tougher French line toward 
any internationalization of the 
Algerian rebellion—the rea.son 
for most recent gov ernment 
crises, and an issue closely 
coupled with the Tunisian sit­ 
uation. 
‘(’ould Not Refuse’ 
“'Phe president of the re­ 
public has ask ed me to form 
a gov ernment,” Bidault told 
newsmen a f t e r conferring 
with Coty for an hour. “ At a 
time of grav e national anx­ 
iety, I could not refuse this 
appeal. I hope that the neces­ 
sary co-operation to help me 
with this task will not be re- 
firsed to me.” 
The premier-designate told 
newsmen Algeria remains the 
nation’s No. 1 problem. 
“Algeria is for us our heri­ 
tage and our mission,” he de­ 
clared. “ No intrusion, no con­ 
cession to the spirit of aban­ 
donment can be tolerated.” 
The statement clearly dem­ 
onstrates Bidaiilt’s feelings on

WASHINGTON — The greatest drawb ack 
to most travel is a lack of time and certain­ 
ly that is the case in this instance. There are 
too many events to attend, too many people 
to see, and too many places to go to really 
do any of them much justice. 
The situation leads, also, to a somewhat 
confused state of mind in regard to what is 
the most interesting sub ject of discussion. 
This is Washington’s first week of good 
weather and the cherry b lossoms are in full 
b loom, b ut even the na­ 
tives here don’t carry 
t h e conversation b e­ 
yond that point. “ Fhn- 
b assy How,” as it is 
called b y cab drivers, looks like the place of 
intrigue that television has tried to make it, 
b ut there is no evidence of the truth of this. 
The Russian Em b assy, as you would sus­ 
pect, reportedly hires no Americans b ut the 
grounds keepers we saw there looked the 
same as those in other places. Their grass 
was no greener nor their shrub b ery any 
m ore luxuriant than could b e seen at the 
French, the Chine.se or any other emb assy. 
The tourist trade in Washington is some­ 
thing to b ehold. The House and Senate 
cham b ers, the White House, the Washington 
Monument, the Lincoln Memorial, the Na­ 
tional Archives, Mount Vernon and an al­ 
most endless list of historic spots are 
jam med throughout the day with visitors to 
the city. Taxicab s, b uses and limousines 
erlss-cross the city, loaded with what appear 
to b e free-spending sightseers. 
★ 
The millions of dollar.s that are spent each 
year in Wa.shington as a re.sult of its historic 
past and unfolding future are a gold mine 
from which m any lessons can b e learned. 
Capitalizing on a people’s natural Interest in 
their heritage and their eagerness to see 
new things is something Neb raska has yet 
to learn. 
.Another striking point of interest In Wash­ 
ington is its use of small tracts of land for 
park purposes, generally containing a statue 
of some prominent military leader or states­ 
man. To a degree, this is simply the preser­ 
vation of the nation's history, b ut it adds 
tremendously to the appearance of what Is 
a b eaiitifiii part of the United States. 
But these park areas are also living proof

of the fact that small tracts can b e turned 
into fine assets for.a city, A park here, it 
seems, is as much a thing of b eauty and 
diversion from feality as it is a place for 
recreation or entertainm ent. Perhaps it is 
not the modern concept of park development 
b ut it i.s, nonethcJess, a valuab le and satisfy­ 
ing attraction.

There are also no overhead telephone or 
electric lines in Washington. This is due to 
several things b ut prim arily to the fact that 
comprehensive planning has b een a part of 
the development of Washington since ab out 
the turn of the century.

Laws We Could Do Without 
It is doub tful whether Neb raska will b e 
ab le to whip up a civil war over what tim e 
It is, b ut it .seems the last legislature laid 
a good foundation for such a thing. 
During a moment when the legislature 
ob viously was feeling a great sense of de­ 
tachm ent it enacted a law making it a 
punishab le misdemeanor to ob serve any 
lim e except that which conforms to the 
tim e zones laid out b y the Congress of 
J9 18. 
Now comes the Chamb er of Commerce 
in Ogallala, in the county of Keith, in the 
time zone designated b y the act of Con­ 
gress in 19 18 as “ Mountain.” 
Ogallala is 
some 50 miles west of the westernmost 
limit of the lime zone designated as “ Cen­ 
tral.” 
The cham b er b elieved 
its 
trade 
territory would b e relieved of lime change 
confusion if Ogallala wènC to daylight sav­ 
ings time. 
Despite the general b enefit, 
the law has intervened. The attorney gen­ 
eral has advised an injunction b efore the 
fact rather than prosecution after the fact. 
It is a little unclear how a city council, as 


such, can b e fined for b ending clock hands, 
so to speak or whether the m ayor or some­ 
one else would have to go to jail if the city 
decided to lay out the fine. 
But that’s the 
law. 
Neb raska, b y and large, has shown little 
interest in daylight saving time. 
In the 
more unprincipled B^ast a good deal of it 
is going on. 
People uniformly like the ex­ 
tra hour of daylight and it helps b u.siness 
m easurab ly. The Constitution of the United 
Slates rem ains indifferent to what time 
it IS. 
The constitution of Neb raska may not pre­ 
vent the Neb raska legislature from passing 
a lime law, b ut in this case good sense 
should have. 
Ogallala will survive. 
Its 
cham b er will address itself 
to 
its 
next 
project with no loss of vigor. But it is not a 
good reflection on any legislature, anytim e, 
to legislate a state into any num b er of small 
jails for offense which haven’t yet b een com­ 
mitted and which m ay never b e offenses at 
all, b ut necessities due to changing tim es.

B’or years the United States and the 
American oil companies kept Ib n Saud, 
pere, and later Ib n Saud, Jr., well sup­ 
plied with money—part of it the price of 
Saudi Arab ian oil and some of it to b uy 
the loyalty of Saudi Arab ia’s ruling clique. 
A few weeks ago the present King Saud 
had his arm twisted b y his b rother B'eisal, 
a man reputed to b e a friend, adm irer and 
camp follower of B'gypt’s Nasser, who is 
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b y no means our true friend. 
The result 
is that B'eisal is now running Saudi Arab ia 
and we are 
worrying considerab ly over 
what that will mean. 
Well one thing, B'eisal has fired most of 
his b rother’s free loading courtiers and 
IS setting out to draw up a written crim inal 
and civil code, form a perm anent resources 
development b oard and invest a fixed per­ 
centage of oil revenues for the b enefit of 
housing, agriculture and communications. 
Assuming he will do some or all of those 
things to even some degree, it will b e a 
reform decidedly to the 
pub lic 
b enefit. 
America always had guilty knowledge of 
the fact that the puppet kings wasted no 
tim e or money on their hard pressed sub ­ 
jects, and b ecause of that it is getting 
something coming to it in its present Saudi 
Arab ian defeats. 
This 
b usiness 
of b uying 
petty 
kings 
whose job is to control and deliver their 
sub jects to the highest b idder is as old as 
the hills and generally has b een as un­ 
successful as it has b een distasteful. 
It is 
downright dishonorab le for an enlightened 
democracy dedicated to the welfare of the 
common man to engage in such b usiness. 
But we did it and in doing so passed up a 
great opportunity to win the real friend­ 
ship and loyalty of the Saudi Arab ians. 
Britain used the sam e tactics with B'gypt 
until its last puppet, B'arouk, b ecame, so 
decat|ent and the B'gyptian people so des­ 
perate that the deal exploded:

It Is 
here that the void b egins. 
The danger in this interval 
is so great that it Is hardly 
even whispered aloud in the 
State Departm ent.

Another incident, perhaps 
a small b order war, would 
present Washington with a 
hideous choice. If the United 
States failed to stand on the 
side of Tunisia in the face 
of such an attack, then what 
is left of the western — that 
is to say American — posi­ 
tion in the Middle E ast and 
North Africa would b e gone. 
On the other hand, b y tak­ 
ing the side of Tunisia, this 
governineiit would trigger an 
explosion in B'rance. T h e 
B'rench, according to recent­ 
ly-returned visitors, simply 
refuse to listen to reason or 
moderation on Algeria. They 
are determined to find a vil­ 
lain on whom they can un­ 
load their emotions and the 
United States is the most 
cunspicious target. 
BNen without another “ in­ 
cident” Tunisia’s President 
Hab ib Bourguib a m eans to 
take the dispute with B'rance 
to the United Nations. He has 
said that while out of regard 
for B'rance he will not move 
at once, he cannot wait for 
four or five weeks. He con­ 
fronts internal pressures that 
m ake his own position pre­ 
carious. 
Small wonder that Ameri­ 
can officials at whatever lev­ 
el are keeping unhappily si­ 
lent. They are denied t h e 
luxury of President Eisen­ 
hower’s dismissal of the cris­ 
is as of little consequence, a 
gimmick, since they must 
try to cope with what hap­ 
pens next.

A most ingenious concept 
for a space station has b een 
advanced 
b y 
aerophysicist 
Darrell C. Romick. 
His idea is novel in that 
the entire third stage of the 
rocket system will b e used in 
the construction of the sta­ 
tion. The third stage of the 
rocket will b e a long cylind­ 
rical affair comprising the 
b asic satellite unit. Every­ 
thing that 
goes 
into 
the 
space 
station 
will 
evolve 
from it. 
The ferry rockets, once in 
their orb it, will b e lined up 
nose to nose. The m aterial 
from the wings, plus curved 
m em b ers carried as cargo, 
will b e used to complete a 
cylinder nine feet in dia­ 
m eter and twice the length 
of the ferry rocket. This, as 
in the case of the ferry 
rocket, 
will 
b e 
com part- 
m ented so the crew will 
have suitab le living q uarters. 
Other ferry rockets will b e 
added until the cylinder is 
several hundred feet long, 
made up of perhaps a dozen 
ferry ships. Romick consid­ 
ers this to b e the end of the 
first phase. It should take 
ab out two weeks.

The second phase b egins 
with the erection of a giant 
wheel 
which 
will provide 
synthetic 
gravity 
for 
the 
per.sonnel. This is to b e 40 
feet wide with a diam eter of 
500 feet. When completed it 
will weigh 750 tons and have 
a volume of 7,500,000 cub ic 
feet. 
The rate of rotation of thi.s 
wheel depends on how much 
gravity is to b e simulated. 
While it appears that one- 
fourth “ g” (one-quarter the 
value 
of 
gravity 
on 
the 
earth’s surface) will b ring 
order out of chaos, it might 
b e safer to use one-half “ g.” 
B'or this, the wheel will have 
to b e spun at the rate of 
three revolutions a minute. 


At the same time the wheel 
Is 
under construction the 
nine foot cylinder b ecomes 
the kernel of a still larger 
cylinder 75 feet in diam eter 
and 9 10 feet in length with 
a final weight of 2.50 tons. It 
would b e composed of three 
separate cells and have a 
total 
volume 
of 
4,(K)0,000 
cub ic feet. 
This cylinder will not re­ 
volve, so it will provide the 
gravity free lab oratory in 
space. It should b e com­ 
pleted at the end of the third 
month and the wheel at the 
end of the fourth month.

There is no urgency in the 
completion 
of 
the 
third 
phase. It will take over six 
years to 
complete. 
When 
this happens, the cylinder 


will have grown to a dia­ 
m eter of 1,000 feet. It will b e 
over a half mile long and 
have dome-shaped ends. 
The 500 foot wheel will 
grow until it is 1,.500 feet in 
diam eter and will b e set 
spinning at the rate of one 
revolution per minute—^the 
speed of the second hand on 
a clock. The total volume of 
the completed station will b e 
around 
3,000,000,000 
cub ic 
feet! 
When the tim e arrives for 
the erection of such a space 
station our present ideas and 
concepts very well may b e 
antiquated. But this vision 
is
